2. "EMPLOYMENT AND SERVICES, Club employs Player as a 
skilled football player. Player accepts such employment. He a^ees to give 
his best efforts and byalry to the Club, and to conduct himself on and off 
the field "with appropriate recognition of the fea that the success of profes- 
sjonal footbaU depends largely on public respect for and approval of those 
associated with die game. Fl^cr will report promptly for and participate 
fully in Cbb*5 ofEcial mandatory minicampfe), official preseason training 
camp, all Qub meciing? and practice sessions, and all pr^eason, regular 
season and postseason football games scheduled for or by Ckib. If invited. 
Player will practice for and play in any all-star football gatne sponsored by 
the League. Player will not parriciparc in any football game not sponsored 
by the League unless the game Is fksi approved by the Le^^c. 

3, OTHER ACnVlllES. Without ptior written consent of the 
Gub, Pkycr will noc play football or engage in activities related to football 
odierwse than for Gub or engage in any acttvity odier than football which 
may involve a significant risk of personal injury. Flayer represents diat he 
has special, excqpdonal and unique knowledge^ skill, ability, and experi- 
ence as a fcotball pl^ei; the k©s of which cannot be estimated with any cer- 
tainty and cannot be fairly or adequately compensated by damages. Flayer 
dierefore agrees that Gub will have die right, in addldon to any other rlg^t 
which Qub rtmy possess, to enjoui Pl^erby appropriate proceedings from 
playing football or engapsg in football-relaced acdvicies other than for Gub 
or from er^gtng In any activity other than football which may involve a sig- 
nificant risk of personal injury. 
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4. FUBUCHY and NFLPA group OCINSING PROGRAM. 

(a) Player grants co Qub and ihc League* sepamiely and ipgechen 
the authoTiiy co use his name and piccure for publicity and the ptomodon 
of NFL Foorban. the League or any of its member clubs in newspapers. 
maga^nes, monon piccutes, game programs and roster manuals, broad- 
casts and telecasts, and all other publidcy and advertising media, providwi 
such publidty and promotion does not constitute an endorsement by Flay- 
er of a commercial produce. Player will cooperate with the news media, and 
will participate upon request in reasonable activities to promote ihe Club 
and the league. Player and National Football League Players Assodaiion, 
hereinafter *'NFLPA,'* will not contest the rights of die Lcs^c and its mem- 
ber dubs to telecast* broadcast, or otherwise transmit NFL R)o*tball or the 
right of NFL Films to produce, sell, market, or distribute football game film 
footage, except insofei as such broadcast, telecast, or transmisdon of 
footage is used in any commercially marketable game or intetacdve use. 
The, League and its member dubs, and Player and the NFLPA. reserve dieir 
respective rights as to dhc use of such broadcasts, telecasts or transmisaons 
of footage in such @mies or tntcracdve uses, which shall be unaffected by 
this subparagraph. 

Ob) Player hereby assigns to die NFLPA and its licensing affiliates, if 
any, the ejxlusive right to use and to grant to persons, firms, or corpora- 
tions (coUectlvely "licensees**) die right to use his name, signature Eacsimi- 
le, voice, picture, photograph, likeness, and/or biographical information 
(collectively *imageT in group licensing programs. Group licensing pro- 
grams are defined as those licensing programs in which a licensee unllzes a 
total of six (6) or more N FL player images on or in conjunction with products 
including, but not limiced to, trading cards, cfoching, vickogomcs. computer 
games, collectibles, imemtt sices, /antcqy games, etc.) that axe sold at retail or 
\ased as promotior^l or pmnium items. Player retains the right to ^^tnt per- 
mission to a licensee to utilize his image if that licensee is not concurrent- 
ly unlizing the images of five (5) or more other NFL players on products 
that arc sold at retail or arc used as promotional or premium items. If Play- 
er's inclusion in a particular MFLPA program is precluded by an individual 
exclusive endorsement agreement, and Player provides die NFLPA with 
dmely written notice of that preclusion, the NFLPA will e<clude Player from 
diat particular program. In consideration for this assignment of rights, the 
NfLPA will use the revenues 1c receives from group licensing programs to 
suppon the objtcdves as set forth in the Bylaws of the NFLPA. The NFUW 
will use its best efforts to promote the me of NFL player images in group 
Uccnsing programs, to provide group licensing opportunities to all NFL 
players, and to ensure that no entity utilizes the group licensing rights 
granted to the NFLPA widtout first obtaining a license from the NHLPA. 
This paragjiaph shall be construed under New York law without reference 
to conflicts of law principles. The assignnient in this paragmph shall expire

Qub will pay Player such earned perfonnano: bonuses as may 
be called for in diis contract; Player's neces^try traveling ejcpenses from his 
residence to training camp: Player's reasoiiablc board and lodging expens- 
es during preseason training and in connection with playing preseason, 
regular season, and postseason football games outside Club's home city: 
Player's necessary traveling expenses to and from preseason, rc^lar sea- 
son, and postseason footbadl^mes outside Qub's home city: Player's nec- 
essary traveUng expenses to his residence if this contract is terminated by 
Qub; and such addxdonal compensadon. benefits and teimbuisement of 
expenses as may be called for in any collective baigmning agreement in ex- 
istence during the term of this contract. CFor purposes of this contract, a 
collecdve bargaining agreement will be deemed to be ^in existence" during 
Its stated term or during any period for which the panics to that agreement 
agree to octend it.) 

6. PAYMHNX Unless this contract or any collecdve bargaining 
agreement in existence during the term of this contract speci&cally provides 
otherwise. Player v^nll be paid 100% of his yearly salary under this contract 
in equal weekly or biweekly installments over die course of the applicable 
regular season period, commencing with the Krsr regular season game 
played by Qub la each season. Unle^ thb contract specifically provides 
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othervwse, if ibis concract is executed or Flayer is acdvaced afeer the begin- 
nlng of the regular season, the yearly salary payable to Player wBl be re- 
dticcd propornonately and Player will be paid chc weekly at biweekly por- 
tions of h^ yeaify sakry becoming due ind payable after he is acclvat^. 
Unlc^ this contract specifically provides otherwise, if this concract is ter- 
minated after the be^rming of the replar s^ison, the yeariy salary payable 
to Player will be reduced propordonatdy and Player will be paid the week- 
ly or bi weeUy pordons of his yearly safety having bc«)£ne due and payable 
up to the time oE termination. 

7. DEDUCTIONS. Any advance made to Player wiU be repaid to 
Qub. and ar^ property levied aub fine or Cornmis^^cr fii« agaii^ky- 

er will be paid» in cash on demand or by means of deductions from pay- 
ments coming diic to the Flayer under this contract, the amount of such 
deductions to be determined by Club unless this concract or any coilective 
bargaining agreement in existence diiring the term of this contract speciH- 
caUy pro^^des otherwise. 

8. PHVStCAL CONDmON. Flayer represents to Qub diat he is 
and will maintain himsdf in excellent ph>^ical condition. Player will un- 
dergo a complete physical cj«aminadon by the Qub physician upon Club 
request, during which physical examination Player agrees to make full and 
complete disclosure ot any physical or mental condition known to him 
which imght impair his performance under this concract and to respond 
fully and in good faith when questioned by the Qub physician about such 
condition. If Player feils to establish or maintain his cxcdlcnt physical con- 
dition to the satis£acdon of die Qub physician* or make the required full 
and complete disclosure and good feddi responses to the Club physician^ 
then Club may termmatc this contract. 

9. INJUW. Unle^ this contract specifically provides otherwise, if 
Pl^er is injured in die performance of his services under this contract and 
prbmpdy reports such injury to the Qub physician or nainei; then Player 
will receive such medical and hospital care during the term of this concract 
as the Qub ph)^ician naay deem nece^aiy and will concin\ie to receive his 
yeariy salary for so kmg, during the season of injury only and for no subse- 
quent period covered by this contract, as Player is physically unable to per- 
form the services required of htm 1:^ this contiact brcause of such injury, if 
Player's injury in die perTormancc of his services under this contract results 
in his death, the unpaid balance of his yeariy salary fo the season of Injury 
will be paid to his stated bene&dary, or in the absence of a stated ben^- 
ciary, to his estate. 

10. WORKERS' COMPENSATION. Any compensation paid to Play- 
er under this contract or under any collective bargaining agreement in ex- 
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isifincc duting the tenn of chis coticract £or a period during which he is en- 
tided to woikeis' compensadon beneEcs by reason of temporary total, per- 
manent local, rempotary partial, or permaneni parcial disablUiy will be 
deemed an advance payment of workers' compensadon benefits due Play- 
ci; and Club will be cnncled to be rcimbuised die amount ofsuch payment 
out of any award of workers* compensaaon, 

11. SKILL, PERFORMANCE AND CONDUCT Flayer understands 
that be is competing wida other players for a position on Club s roster with- 
in die applicable player limits. If at any time, in the sole judpnenc of Qub, 
Player's skill or performance has been unsarisfeccory as compared with that 
of other players competing for positions on QuVs roster, or if Player has 
engaged tn personal conduct reasonably judged by Qub to adversely affect 
or reflect on Club, then Club may terminate this contract. In addidon, dur- 
ing die pedod any salary cBip is leg^y in cffea, this contract may be termi- 
nated if» in Qub's opinion. Player is antidpaced to make less of a contribu- 
tion to aub*s ability to compete on the playing field than another player or 

players whom Qub intends to sign or attempts to sign, or anodier player 
or players who is or are already on Gub's roster; and for whom Qub needs 
room. 

12. TERMINATION. The righ^ of termination set forth in this con- 
tract will be in addinon to any other tights of tcrmmatlon allowed cither 
party by law. Icrmination will be effective upon the giving of written notice, 
except that Piter's death, odicr than as a result of injury incurred in the 
performance of his services under this contract, will automancatty termi- 
nate this contract. If this connract is terminated by Cub and either Player 
or Club so requests. Flayer will prompdy undergo a complete physical ex- 
amination by the Qub physician. 

13. INJURY GRIEVANCE. Unless a collective bargaining agreement 
in existence at die time of terrrunadon of this contract by Qub provides 
otherwise, the folbwing Injury grievance procedure will apply: If player be- 
lieves that at the time of termination of diis contract by Qub he was phys- 
ically unable to perform tKe services required of him by this contract be- 
cavise of an injury incurred In the perfortrmncc of his services under this 
contract. Flayer may, within 60 days after examination by the Qub physi- 
cian, submit at his own expense to examination by a physician of his 
choice. If xht opinion of Player's physician with respect to his physical d>il- 
ity to perform the services required of him by this contract is contrary to 
that of the Qub's physician, the dispute will be submitted widiin a rea- 
sonable time to final and binding arbitration by an arbitrator selected by 
Qub and Flayer or, if they are unsble to agree, one selected in ^coidance 
with the procedures of die American Aibicration Association on application 
by either party. 
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1 4, RULES. Player vtfiB comply with and be hamd by all reasonable 
Qub rules and regalarions m e&a during the tcnn of this contract which 
arc not mconsistent with the provisions of this contract or of any cottectiye 
bargaining agreement in existence during die term erf this conaact. Flayer's 
attention is ako called to the feet that the League fanctSons with certain 
rules and procedures ej^ressr^e of its opetadon as a joint vennaxe among 
its member dubs and that these rules and practices may aSect Fl^er^s re- 
lationship to the League and its member dubs indcpendendy of the provi- 
sions of this contract. 

15. IHTEGIUIY OF GAME. Player tecpgniies the detntnent to die 
League and profe^onal football that would result from Impairment of pub- 
lic confidence In the honest and orderly cx>nduct of MFI games or the in- 
tegrity and good character of NFL players. Flayer therefore acknowWges 
his avtfaieness that if he accepts a bribe or agrees to throw or fix an NFL 
game; Mis to promptly report a bribe offer or an attempt to dwow or fix an 
NFL game; bets on an NFL game; knowingly associates with gamblers or 
gamblii^ acdviry; uses or provides other players with stimulants or other 
drugs for the purpose of attemptir^ to enhance on-field performance; or is 
guilty of any other form of conduct reasonably judged by the League Com- 
missioner to be detrimental to the League or professional football, the 
Commissioner will have the right, but only after giving Flayer the opporru- 
niiy for a hearing at which he may be represented by counsel of his dioice, 
to fine Flayer in a reasonable amount; to suspend Flayer for a period certain 
or indefinitely; and/or to terminate this contract. 

16, KTENSION, Unless this conctna specifically provides other- 
wise, if Flayer becomes a member of the Armed Forces of the United States 
or any other country, or redres firom prt)fes5ionai football as an active play- 
er, or otherwise faib or refuses to perform his services under this contract> 
then this contract will be tolled between the date of Player's induction in- 
to the Aimed Forces, or his reriremenr, or his failure or refijsal to perform, 
and the later date of his return to professional football. During the period 
this contract \s tolled. Flayer will not be endtled to any compensation or 
benefits. On Flayer's return to professional football, xht term of this con- 
tract will be extended for a period of time equal to the number of seasons 
(to the nearest multiple of one) remaining at the time the contract was 
tolled. The right of renewal, if any, contained in this conuact will remain in 
effect until the end of any such cttended term. 

17. ASSIGNMENT. Unless this concma specifically provides other- 
wise, Qub may assign d^is contract and Flayer's services under this con- 
tract to any successor to Oub's franchise or to any other Club in the 
League. Flayer will report to the assignee Qub prompdy upon being in- 
formed of the assignment of liis contract and w?E liaidifijlly perform his ser- 
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vices imdcr this contract Hie assigace cl\ib will pay Player*s necessary crav- 
cUng e??>enses in reponing co it and voU MthMBy perfbnn this contract 
withPlaycx 

18. HUNG. This contract will be valid and binding upon Player and 
Oah immediately upon execution. A copy of this contract, including any 
attachment to it. will be filed by Qub widi the League Commi^ioncr with- 
in 10 days after execution. The Commissioner will have die right to disap- 
prove this contract on reasonable grounds, including but not limited to an 
attempt by the parues to abridge or impair the rights of any other dub, un- 
certain^ or incompleteness in cxpresson of die parties* respective rights 
and obligadons» or conflict between the terms of this contract and any col* 
lective bar^nning agreement then in existence. Approval will be automatic 
unless, widun 10 tkys after receipt of this contract in his office, the Com- 
missioner notifies the parties either of disapproval or of extension of tlus 
1 0-day period for purposes of investi^non or clarilkation pcrdfag his de- 
cision. On the receipt of notice of disapproval and termination, both par- 
ties will be relieved of their rcspecdve rights and obliganons under this con- 
trace. 

19. DISPUTES. During the term of any collective bargaining agree- 
ment, any dispute between Player and Qub involving the intcrprctadon or 
applicanon of any provision of this contract will be submitted to final and 
binding arbitration in accordance with the prcK^ure called for in any col- 
lective bai:^ining agreement in existence ai the time the event giving rise 
to any such dispute occurs. 

20. NOTICE* Any notice, request, approval or consent under this 
contract will be sufficiently given if in writing and ddivcred in person or 
mailed Ccerdfied or first class) by one party to the other at the address set 
fordi in this contract or to such other address as the tecipient may subse- 
quently have furnished in wridng to the sender, 

21. OTHER AGREEMENTS. This contract, including any attach- 
ment to it, sets forth the cnrire agreement between Player and Club and 
cannot be modified or supplemented oraEy. Player and Club represent that 
no other agreement, oral or written, except as attached to or specifically in- 
corporated in diis contract, exists between them. The pro^dsions of this 
contract will govern the relationship between Player and Club unless there 
are conflicdng provisions in any collective bargaining agreement in exis- 
tence during the term of this contract, in which case the provisions of die 
collective bargaining agreement will take precedence over conflicting pro- 
visions of tHis contract relating to the righK or obligations of cither party

not been disclosed to the NFL involving considcradon of sovy Idnd to be 
paid, furnished or made available to Pkyet or any endiy or person owned 
or controlled by affiliated with, or relat^ii to Flayec eidier during die term 
of this contract or diereaEter. 

Cb) Each of the undersigned furdier confirms diat, except insofer as 
any of the xmdersigned may diescribe in an addendum to this contract, to 
the best of their knowledge, no conduct in violation of the Anti-CoUusion 
rules of the Settlement Agreement took place with respect to this conrract. 
Each of the undersigned furdncr conErms doat notlnng in this conrraci is
